Facts of Case 

1 . In a Final Office Action issued on July 1 1 , 2005, the Examiner indicated 
that claim 5 would be allowable if combined with claim 1. 

2. On July 27, 2005, Applicant filed a response to the Final Office. In this 
response, claims 1 and 5 were combined. No further amendments were filed. 
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3. An Advisory Action was issued on August 5, 2005. In this Advisory Action, 
the Examiner stated that "the amended claims changes the scope of the claims, 
which raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search". 



Applicant's Submissions 

1 . Applicant submits that the Advisory Action is improper, because 
Applicants amendment did not raise any new issues for further 
consideration and/or search. 

2. Applicant's amendment followed precisely the Examiner's 
recommendation as to which subject-matter in the claims was considered 
to be allowable. 

3. If the Examiner has reconsidered her previous advice, then the 
appropriate course would be to withdraw the finality of her previous Office 
Action, not issue an Advisory Action requiring Applicant to pay more fees.
